PICO-COHN. 


The Old-time Lawsuit Revived in a 
New Suit. 

A new complaint was filed in the 
Superior Court yesterday, bringing the 
old Pio Pico controversy into legal life 
again. The litigation has been before 
the courts in many shapes, and now 
appears for a rehearing on the ground 
of the discovery of new evidence. 
The case is styled Pio Pico vs. B. 
Cohn, W. J. Brodrick, Francisca Mc- 
Dougal and Laura E. Brodrick. The 


roperty involved in_ this interesting 
itigation is the Pico House on Main 


street, the property in which the Bank 


of Los Angeles is situated, and 3785 
de Bartolo Viejo. 
n April, 1883, this valuable property 
was heavily incumbered. It was then 
valued at $225,000, a small part 
of its present value. At that 
date the ranchito had been 
sold under a decree of foreclosure 
rendered by the Superior Court of 
San Francisco in the case of the Sav- 
ings and Loan Society vs. Pio Pico. 
Under the heavy load of incumbrances 
and liens of every description, it 
looked as if a magnificent estate 
would go to pieces. arrangement 
was made with B. Cohn-by which the 
latter was to advance the money nec- 


was made between them, by which the 
property was deeded to Cohn, with the 
understanding, as Pio Pico claims, that 
it was to be re-deeded to him when 
the advanced money was paid back. 
The arrangement was perfected, and 
the property redeemed. But when 
Pio Pico wanted the property baek, 
the ggreement was repudiated by 
Cohn, who claimed a certain aggre- 
gate amount of the loan, larger than 
the plaintiff admitted, and afterward, 
it is alleged, waited 8185,00. 
The controversy developed into a 
in which Cohn 
claimed the legal title. Pio Pico se- 
cured a favorable decision. A new 
trial was secured, however, and Janu- 
ary 17, 1887, Cohn segured a decision 
in his favor. 

The new complaint recites all these 
facts, and sets up as a cause for re- 
opening the matter and securing a re- 
hearing that evidence has been 
secured showing that a witness named 
Johnson, now deceased, had been 
tampered with. It alleges fraud on 
the part of the defendants. The 
claim is that Johnson confessed to his 
daughter and others before death that 
he had perjured himself, but that the 
defendants spirited him away, and he 
died before the plaintiff found out the 
true state of the case. This evidence 
it alleges is material, as Johnson was 
the only witness to the original agree- 
ment between Pico and Cohn, which 
the latter afterward repudiated. The 
plaintiff claims that he will be able to 
show indisputably that he has been 
grossly defrauded. - He prays that 
there shall be a rehearing; that the 
former décree be set aside, and he be 
reinstated in his property upon the 
payment of the amount the court as- 
certains to be due Cohn. The old gen- 
tleman has had a long and wearisome.

THE x. M. C. A. CONVENTION. 


Great Gathering at Philadelphia— 
The Opening Proceedings. 

PHILADELPHIA, May 8.—[By the Asso- 
| ciated Press.] The twenty-eighth interna- 
tional convention of the Young Men’s 
Christian Association was called to order 
this morning by Gen. O. O. Howard of New 
York, in the presence of the most promi- 
nent laymen of the evangelical churches of 
the United States, Canada, England, Swe- 
den, Switzerland and other countries. One 
thousand delegates were present. 

The convention was opened by singing, 
led by Ira D. Sankey, the evangelist. 

Gen. Howard of New ‘York, vice-presi- 


| dent of the last convention, then introduced 


Robert Byrne of London, general secretary 
of the association there. Byrne congratu- 
lated the wembers upon the occasion and 
read a letter from President Williams of 
the London society regretting inability to 


be present. 
Robert McCaven, traveling secretary for 
Ireland, was next introduced and said he

Irishmen, members of the association there. 

Baron von Stark of Berlin said’ he Was. 
glad to bear the greeting of the association 
in Berlin to them. 

Carl Fries of Stockholm, Sweden, secre- 
tary of the National Association. spoke of 
the work and read a letter of congratula- 
tion upon this event from his association. 

The Committee on Permanent Organiza- 
tion presented its report, which was unani- 
monsly confirmed. Among the officers 
elected were: President. Humphrey B. 
Chamberlain of Denver; vice-president, C. 
Alexander of San Francisco; seeretary, 
George B. Townsend of Chicago. 

The report of the International Commit- 
tee was next submitted, and several papers 
were read. ‘The statistics in the Interna- 
tional Committee’s rep»rt show the total 
number of associations to be 1273, having 
an aggregate membership of over 195,456; 
the net property of associations re- 
porting is $8,944,685, as against $6,102,259 at 
the last report.

ITS DIRECTORS SUBMIT THEIR 
REPORT. 


A Decrease of Nearly $8,500,000 in 
Net Earnings—The Expenses 
Increased Cause of the 
Lessened Prosperity.

Fress.] The annual report of the directorsfof 
the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé Railway 
for the year 1888 was given out this even- 
ing. The gruss earnings were $15,612,913, a 
decrease of $2,448,453. The operating ex- 
penses, including taxes, were $11,027,151, an 
increase ot $618,757. The net earnings, de- 
ducting taxes, were $4,585,951, a decrease of 
$5,467,160, Of the decrease in gross earn- 
ings, the loss on passenger business is $801,- 


te December Sist, was $517,886. The sur- 
plus December à1st, was $7,888,620. The net 
surplus was $6,436,551. 
The report says that even with the addi- 
tional tarriff derived by the Atchison system 
from extensions the actual number 
of passengers and ton of freight 
transported owas considerable less 
than during the preceding ear, 
and itis obvous that except fer business 
coming to it from its new lines the earnings 
must have shown greater decrease still. 
“The reduction of business,“ the report 
says, is due to various causes. The first is 
the unusually light crops for two years, and 
consequent depression of business. A com- 
munity chiefly agricsitural, such as that 
served by our system, does not accumulate 
wealth rapidly, and the loss of a single

The report says: The long and short- 
haul clause of the Interstate Commerce 
Act has operated to the disadvantage of 
the commerce of the country to force busi- 
ness into unnatural channels, and to en- 
large the traffic of a few lines, while 
crippling and destroying that of many. In 
several of the Western States rates have 
been established by law which are ruin- 
ously low, and although our system has been 
comparatively free from this injustice, 
it will be easily seen that we cannot esca 
the effects, hen rates in lowa are arbi- 
trarily forced down, the difficuity of main- 
taining fair rates in adjoining States is 
immeasurably increased, Aside from com- 
petition there is in time of business de- 
pression a difficulty of maintaining the 
price of transportation when everything 
else has depreciated.”’ 
The report refers to the heavy reductions 
in coal and grain rates made in Kansas at 
the request ut the Railroad Commissioners 
on account of existing business depression, 
ete., and says: Returning prosperity will 
no doubt materially diminish the demands 
made upon railroads for lower rates. It is 
believed by the directors that the new ass, 
ciation of western roads for the prevention 
of unnecessary and destructive wars of 
rates will be beneficial both to the public 
and the railroads.”’ 

Speaking of the increase in the dividend 
in the fall of 1887 to 7 per cent., which ae- 
tion was severely criticised, the report says: 
“There was @véry reason to believe at that 
time that the earnings of the road for the 
‘last half of 1887 would be found to be 
greater than for the first half of the year, 
but through the partial failure of the corn 
crop and other unforeseen causes the year 
formed a remarkable exception to the pre- 
vious course of the company’s earnings.“ 
Ot Oklahoma the report says: There is 
every reason to believe that the earnings of 
the Atchison line will be largely increased 
by the settlement of this region.” 


AGRICULTURAL COLLEGES. 


Their Original Purpose Not Faith- 
fully Carried Out. 

WASHINGTON, May 8.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] W. O. Atwater, in charge 
of the work at the experimental stations es- 
tablished by the Agricuétural Department, 
is preparing a bulletin which will be pub- 
lished this year giving a sketch of. the pro- 
gress of education in agricultural colleges 
hnd schools. it is acknowledged that the 
purpose for which agricultural colleges were 
established in several States, and to which 
the Government contributed liberal grants 
of land and money, has not been realized. 
The colleges do not educate men for the 
farms, buat for professions, and the 
tendency of their, teachings to draw 
young men from farms instead of fitting 
for work on them. Graduates of the com- 
mon district schools of the State are quali- 
fied to enter, und they are taught the prac- 
tical things of farm life in addition to liter- 
ary branches of learning. The school had 
been opened but a tew weeks when its ac- 
commodations were all taken, while the ag- 
riculiural college proper has been struggling 
along for years with barely enougn stu- 
dents to torin a single class. . !

BUG VS. BUG. 


The New Enemy of the Scale Doing 
Gaod Work. 
Two months age Thr TIMEs gave an 
account of the finding in Australia by 
Assistant State Futomologist Alfred 
Koebele of a beetle and a fly that would 
knock the scale bug silly. It was then 
announced that specimens of the 
deadly enemies of the enemy of the 
orange trees were on their way to this 
country. Since that time the beetle 
and fly have arrived, and upon being 
placéd in juxtaposition to the cottony- 
cushion scale have made short work of 
him... Experiments made by J. W. 
Wolfskill have proved eminently satis- 
factory. The beetle is called the Aus- 
tralian lady bird, and destroys the scale 
‘faster than it can breed. The fly takes 
four months to mature, and attacks 
the adult scale bug only. The trees in. 
the orchard have been badly infested 
by the pest, and are now nearly free 
from the scale. 
The advent of the Australian har- 
ngers of a new day has put another 
face on the seemingly futile fight which 
orange growers have been making to 
destroy the scale. The little fighters 
are being distributed as rapidly as 
possible, but not fast enough to meet 
the wishes of orange growers, From 
the 137 beetles delivered to Mr. Wolfs- 
kill in March, there are still three large 
colonies on his place, and 4000 have 
been distributed in this city and the 
surrounding country. 
The method of work by the beetle is 
interesting. He shoves his nuse under 
the cushiony scale, and in a sec- 
ond it is thrown aside, and the eggs 
which it covers are swallowed by the 
beetle. 
The little fellow proceeds rapidly, and 
never seems to get enough. The beetle 
lays a tiny red speck of an egg. From 
the larva comes the pupa, and at that. 
stage does not eat. The back of the 
pupa splits open like the husk on a 
walnut, and the beetle comes out. 
When it finds a mate it begins its legit- 
imate life-work and breeds very rap- 
idly. The fly takes longer to mature, 
but is no slouch in getting away with 
the scale.
